ASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Secre- 

tary McAdoo today issued a 

statement requesting bankers 
to report to him the names of any 
Persons attempting to intimidate 
them in connection with making 
subscriptions to the Liberty Loan 
and promising that prosecutions to 
the full extent of the law would fol- 
low. 


The Secretary's statement was 
prompted by reports from various 
parts of the country that depositors 
have threaetned banks with with- 
drawals if they subscribe to the loan. 
It follows: 

“From several sections of 
country bankers have reported to 
me that some of their customers 
have threatened to withdraw de- 
posits if their banks subscribed to 
the Liberty Loan. Such attempts at 
intimidation are made by disloyal 
and traitorous persons, and are se- 
Mous offenses against the law, for 
which stern punishment should be 
inflicted. 

“IT earnestly request any tank. 
State or national, against which such 
threats have been made to report 
immediately by or tetter 
to the of the Treasur 
Washington, the names and - 
dresses of the person or persons 
guilty of such dislogal and traitorous 
actions, and I shall see to it that 
they are dealt with to the Umit of 
the. law. 

“I also request such banks to in- 
form me immediately if any deposits 
are withdrawn because they sub- 
scribed to the Liberty Loan, giving 
me the name of the person or per- 
sone who have made such with- 
drawals. 

“Every bank in the United States 
subscribing to the bonds of the 
United States government will be 
protected with ail the power and re- 
sources of the government. No 
bank shall be punished for doing us 
patriotic duty by assisting the gov- 
ernment to prosecute the war to a 
swift and victorious conclusion.”’

SALT LAKE CITY, Oct. 18.—Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, Secretary of the 
United States Treasury, who came 
here today from Los Angeles to 
speak in behalf of the Liberty Loan, 
issued a formal statement charging 
that several banks in different parts 
of the country have received threats 
that if they subscribe to the Liberty 
Loan deposits will be withdrawn.

Western Railroads Do Big Business 
During July but Reports 
Show Actual Loss, 


[BY A. F. DAY um 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Come 
plete returns covering railroad oper- 
ations throughout the country made 
public today by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission show little varla- 
tion frem preliminary statements 
except as to western roads. These 
are shown to have earned net ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 more in July, 
last, than in July, 1916, instead of 
$2,000,000 less this year than last, 
indicated in previous reports. 

Total volume of business of all 
the roads last July in the country 
exceeded that of July, 1916, by $45,- 
000,000, reaching the high water 
mark of $348,437,306. Expenses in- 
creased $42,000,000, leaving net rev- 
enue from rallway operations 
$3,000,000 more than a year ago. 

This gain, however, was reduced 
to a loss of approximately $400,000 
compared with July, 1916, by an in- 
crease of $3,400,000 In taxes charged 
up against the railroads for the 
month. 

Roads in the eastern district show 
falling off in net operating income 
of more than $2,800,000 for the 
month, while southern roads res- 
istered an increase of approximately 
$1,450,000.

The price at the ing 
point varies from $1.50 to $2.80 per 
hundred pounds, depending on the 
section where grown and the cost 
of getting them to market. The 
price, which is somewhat higher 
than at this period last year, is due 
to a tendency on the part of the 
producer to hold the potatoes for 
higher prices than last year, despite 
the Freatly-inereased crop, and to 
the temporary inability of the rall- 
roads to furnish equipment sufficient 
t) move from sections the 


quantity available at this time. The 


average price of potatoes delivered 
in the markets has closely followed 
the price which the producer has 
received plus the cost of distribu- 
tion to the market. 

“The larger supply of cars and 
the large harvest warrant lower 
prices later in the fall. 

Beet sugar prices are being con- 
trolled by the manufacturers upon 
a basis that should reach the re- 
taller from 8 to 8% cents per pound, 
depending upon the locality. Sugar 
to confectioners from beet factories 
is now being restricted, and a tem- 
porary shortage in the Northeastern 
States gives no warranty for the ad- 
vances by retailers to over 9 cents 
per pound. For this allows fair 
margin upon the prices paid by 
them for cane sugar they are now 
selling. 

“The price of new Cuban, Porto 
Rican and Hawalian harvest in De- 
cember will maintain the beet level 
as soon as it is available. The beet 
level is one and three-quarters 
below August prices and without the 
concerted action of beet manufac- 
turers and the refiners of cane sugar 
prices would now be up to 18 cents, 
owing to short supplies during the 
next few weeks. 

“In order to provide an equally 
good substitute for lard and cook- 
ing fats, the food administration is 
arrapging for the import of larger 
supplies of cocoanut, palme, nut and 
soya beans and oils. This should 
also affect the prices of soap. 

“Since the food administration 
came ‘nto existence on August 19,

“There were no reserve stocks in 
practically all of the main staples 
with which to enter the new harvest 


year, and, in fact, in some of the

“On the top of this situation, va- 
rious factors have interfered with 
the earlier arrival of the new har- 
vest. The farmer, in preparing fo 
a 30 per cent. Increase of winter 
wheat acreage in the face of the 
shortage of agricultural labor, 
prevented the free marketing of 
many commodities, and in addition 
to these difficulties there exists 
threugh the country, owing to the 
large oal and munitions shipments.

“Resulting from these causes, 
there has been pertodic shortages in 
first one commodity after another, in 
one locality in the United States aft- 
er another, and a la part of the 
energies of the food administration 
has been. absorbed in securing a dis- 
tribution and a redistribution of 
existing supplies in such a manner as 
to keep the country generally sup- 
plied with foodstuffs, and but for 
the co-operation of the railways in 
meeting first one emergency situa- 
tion after another, we should have

“Furthermore, the authority of 
the food administration does not ex- 
tend over combinations of growers 
and producers at one end of the 
chain, nor does it extend over the 
great majority of retailers at the 
other end. The distribution chain 
lying between, that is, the ware- 
house, wholesalers, commission men 
and manufacturers of the prime 
. commodities, has required a great 
deal of study and development for 
Its proper regulation, and these reg- 
ulations are now coming into force.”

R RECIPROCITY AND FAIR PLAY. 

Nothing has so superbly registered the 
fitness of the American people to blaze the 
worldwide trail for true democracy as the 
cheerful and courageous acquiescence of 
rich and poor alike in the heavy obligations 
imposed upon them by the exigencies of 
the present unprecedented struggle. What- 
soever the administration in the sacred 
name of patriotism has asked, that the peo- 
ple in the plenitude of their power have 
speedily and whole-heartedly granted. They 
have done this, not as serfs disciplined in 
the dust by military task-masters, but as 
intelligent, wide-awake co-partners in an en- 
terprise whose end they thoroughly under- 
stand, the means to attain which they have 
carefully weighed.

Laws, many prohibitive, all puzzling, 
some discriminatory, all strange and dicta- 
torial—lawe that, since the inception of the 
republic, have been foreign to the fine indi- 
viduatiestic sense of western freemen—have 
been passed by the representatives of the 
people in Congress assembled and have 
been given immediate and drastic effect. 
New pains and penaities have been inflicted. 
New offenses have been created. Business 
men don't know which way to turn. An- 
clent rights and privileges have been re- 
ecinded. Taxes that, in the heyday of our 
most prosperous periods financial experts 
might have coupled with national bankrupt- 
cy, are being collected and added to the 
enormous war fund. 

Through all the strain and sacrifice of 
these new, puzzling and worrying laws, this 
sudden reversal of all our preco ved 
ideas of American rights and liberties, this 
people has been incredibly patient, perse 
veringly forbearing. The great Republican 
party, that single-handed has carried this 
country safely through so many crises in 
the past, has for the time being sunk all 
political differences and supported the ad- 
ministration in every fresh war move, know- 
ing that the safety, honor and welfare of 
the American people can only be secured 
by an undivided loyalty. There has been 
no hint of a coalition government, though 
every other leading nation in the world war 
has so nationalized its statesmanship. The 
Republicans have been ready to give all for 
the country and have asked nothing in re- 
turn. We are all going to stand by, and 
with, the government and the administra- 
tion. 

BUSINESS, WHILE REQUESTED TO 
CONTRIBUTE THE LARGEST SHARE OF 
THE NEW CRUSHING TAXES, HAS 
BEEN SHACKLED AND HAMPERED IN 
ITS OPERATIONS BY EMBARGOES, ES-

But selfpreservation is the first law of 
nature. The man who risks his business, his 
livelihood, his financial interests, comes very 
nearly deserving as hearty a response, as 
cardial a recognition from the responsible 
directors of the war as the warrior who 
risks his life. 

How shall the civil elements at home 
fare at the hands of the officeholders? 
Shall the business sacrifices of the nation 
be accepted in the same spirit with which 
they have been tendered? Shall the Re- 
publican party be shown the recognition 
due to it for ite patriotic unselfishness? To 
enforce the new laws a new army of officials 
has necessarily been created. How shal! 
the citizens generally be treated by these 
subordinates of the administration? Shall 
we dave on their part an overeagerness to 
assert themselves, a bumptiousness in their 
relations with the public, an overweening 
desire to stick feathers in their own caps 
that will contrast painfully with the self- 
effacing spirit of the hard-working millions 
who are bearing the heaviest burden of the 
colossal conflict?

No assaults on business men to 
enable an officehoider to get in the lime- 
light or “make a record“ to give a deputy 
a chance for self-glorification and appeal 
for preferment. 

You can’t ask generous co-operation from 
a man with your lips and hold a club over 
his head in your right hand—not if you 
expect him to answer your appeal cheer- 
fully and spontaneously. The producer has 
been hammered and pounded and squeezed 
and harassed, in the name of food regula- 
tion and control, till farmers in Arkansas 
are feeding the precious wheat to hogs 
rather than submit to illogical price-fixing. 
Next year, should the administration con- 
tinue on its present course, there will be 
a smaller instead of a larger acreage plant - 
ed to wheat. | 

The interference in the coal industry has 
brought about a fuel shortage that, under 
normal conditions, would never have mate- 
rialized. Business must close down as soon 
as artificial restrictions compel it to oper- 
ate at a loss. Not more, but less, money 
for the war must inevitably follow some of 
the experiments at present being employed. 
When in times of crisis government must 
step in to take care of the supplies and 
resources of the nation there is only one 
form of control to meet the situation—the 
fixine of g minimum price for the producer, 
not a maximum price to the consumer. 
PRODUCTION — not consumption — will 
WIN THE WAR for the United States.

ness operations. Eleven reputable and pa- 
triotic baking companies have been prose- 
cuted for attempting to adjust their busi- 
ness to the changed conditions of supply 
and demand.

But delicacy and forbearance should de- 
termine the acts of the officials to whom 
is intrusted the application of these strange 
and disagreeable new laws and ordinances. 
Government subordinates should meet the 
public with the same patience and courtesy 
that is expected of all business employees 
in their daily relationship with their cli- 
ents and customers.s. 

Because if they are once permitted to es- 
tablish themselves as the masters instead 
of as the servants of the public, this little 
army of subordinates may set a precedent 
to threaten the free institutions and con- 
stitutional rights of the whole republic.

AND SUICDER 
Insanity and suicide are not pleasant 
subjects, but the consideration of their 
causes and of the means by which such 
abnormal conditions and acts might be pre 
vented is perhaps as well worth while as 
the inquiry into the various phases and 
causes of crime which is aleo ubually the 
result of an abnormal mental condition. Of 
late there seems to have been a deluge of 
suicides and an unusual amount of insanity. 
The last report of the State Bureau of 
Charities and Corrections shows that in- 
sanity, which is perhaps the most general 
cause of suicide, is increasing in California. 
While statistics for other States are not 
available at present, there is no reason to 
believe that the increase in this patholog- 
ical condition is confined to this State 
What is the cause of these abnormal con- 
ditions and wherein lies the remedy? First 
of all, it is probable that Americanitis, 
which is another name for intemperance or 
fast living, is largely responsible. This 
does not mean that the people are becoming 
unbalanced from overwork, although the 
mad rush for money and fame, which really 
makes for inefficiency, doubtless contrib- 
vtes to the increase of insanity. But the 
careless, haphazard manner in which the 
average person conducts his life, the hast 
ly-swallowed meal, the disregard of proper 
clothing, the excessive use of tobacco and 
liquors, the late hours, the craze for sen- 
sation, the energy and emotional force 


spent in silly conversation and in reading 


malodorous literature, the lazy willingness 
to focalize the attention on anything ex- 
cepting vital issues, the spasmodic indul- 
gence in idleness and overwork, alternate- 
ly—all of these things bave their part in 
the mental decadence which threatens to 
sap the life of the American people. Often 
We read of a man who has taken his own 
life because of the fact that someone has 
tried to besmirch his character or because 
of an inability to solve a mathematical 
problem or because of domestic troubles or 
religious study or poverty or the war—any 
and every cause being assigned excepting 
the cause which, as a rule, is probably the 
true one and that is: A failure to exercise, 
in daily life and under all conditions, the 
will power and the common sense with 
which every human being, almost without 
exception, is gifted. 

There may be rare cases in which, as in 
the direct inheritance of a congenitally 
weak or diseased mind, persons inherit a 
predisposition toward insanity, but this 
fact fails to account for the many brilliant 
minds that become suddenly or gradually 
deranged after many years of apparent 
poise and norma! activity. All the horrible 
phases of the world war cannot unbalance 
the man who has schooled himself not to 
take life too seriously and who looks u 
pain and death, in some form, as a 5 
consequence of mortal life. A sudden re- 
verse in fortune cannot unbalance the man 
who has not, by degrees and by neglect of 
other important issues of life, made money 
his god. Neither small gossip nor public 
opinion can deeply affect the person who 
has not made an idol of his reputation or 
whose character is founded upon the ob- 
servance and practice of sound principles. 

The author of the Proverbs said, “The 
man that wandereth out of the way of un- 
derstanding shall remain in the conerega- 
tion of the dead.” Nearly all insanity is 
monomania and is the result of the vic- 
tim's failure to control bis thoughts and 
thus to allow himself to become impressed 
with a single idea, object or experience to 
the exclusion of all other manifestations of 
life which, considered and accepted as a 
whole, keeps the mental faculties whole- 
some, creates a normal interest in every 
change of environment and experience and 
makes for the harmony of existence,

The war revenue law has been 
found to contain a clause imposing a 
tax of 8 per cent. on corporate in- 
comes above $3000 and many indi- 
vidual incomes above $6000 in ad- 
dition to existing income and corpo- 


the law. 

The clause is so worded as to 
make the 8 per cent. tax fall on in- 
comes derived from “a business or 
trade having no invested capital or 
not more than a nominal invested 


capital:“ and another section of the 


bill says that the terms “trade” and 
“business” include “professions and 
occupations.” 

This clause was put into the law 
while it was still a bill in confer- 
ence. The purpose was to tax every 
business the profits of which were 
not affected by the profit tax levied 
The profit tax itself 
Was so drawn as not to fall upon 
business with no money capitaliza- 
tion or only a nominal money capi- 
talization. 

The conferees are said to have 
head in mind such cases as a lawyer 
making $100,000 a year and in their 
conception as well able to pay a 
profit tax as a corporation making 
$100,000 a year. 

The effect of this personal profit 
tax would be considera¥le. Under 
the revised income tax a man with 
& salary of $7500 a year would pay 
$205, normal and war income taxes. 
Add 8 per cent. of his salary above 
$6000, or $120, and you take about 
41-3 per cent. of his income. 

The $10,000 man is now subject to 
income taxes of $355. The 8 per 
cent. clause threatens to take $320 
more from him. He would be pay- 
ing $675, or nearly 7 per cent. of his 
whole income. 

The $100,000 lawyer whom the 
conferees were worrying about will 
be separated from $16,180 of that 
amount by the income taxes for 
1917; perhaps under the circum- 
stances deprivation of $7520 more 
will not bother him; nevertheless, 
he will be paying close to one-quar- 
ter of his income in taxes. 

A personal profit tax? A tax on 
personal qualifications, rather. The 
8 per cent. is levied on the lawyer's 
gray matter and on Mr’ Chaplin's 
funny smile alike. It descends on 
the physicians and on Billy Sunday. 
How much additional revenue it will 
produce there is no telling. The 
men who pay it from the earnings 
of their own toil may, however, be 
momentarily cynical as they look at 
the man down the block whose in- 
come of $10,000 or $100,000 is de- 
rived from investments and escapes 
the 8 per cent. tax which they are 
inequitably made to pay, by the bill 
as it was signed. 

This is called an excess-profits tax 
and is levied on the theory that 
those subjected to it are in some 
manner gainers by the war. Of 
course, the idea as applied to sala- 
ried men is preposterous. Unlike 
the wage-earners, they have felt se- 
verely the rise in prices on all sides. 
They have paid the income tax un- 
complainingly, but when on top of 
all this they are classed as war prof- 
iteers and assessed a discriminating 
super-tax of 8 per cent. it is manil- 
fest that there is a great injustice.— 
[New York Sun. aS
